REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The term "electronic money information" used in claim 31 and other rejected independent claims is broad. It could be 
interpreted as 'information pertaining to money.' Naqata et al. certainly carries on the card 'information pertaining to money.' 
The examiner fully understands the applicant's arguments, and the examiner appreciates the applicant's thoughtful 
consideration. However, the differences between Nagata et al. and what the applicant may consider to be the invention are not 
clearly conveyed in the claims. In other words, there is no clear recitation in the claims that Value* is actually 'on 1 the card. 
The examiner understands that value is added by debiting at a first time an account and crediting the card with a record of that 
amount but crediting no other accounts at the first time, and later at the time of payment, debiting the card bv amending that 
same record on the card but debiting no other accounts at that time and crediting an account of the party receiving payment. 
Although the applicant has some ideas of how the card has stored value *on the card itself* in the form of electronic cash, 
these ideas are not clearly conveyed in the claims, which just use the broad term 'electronic money information.' 

The examiner adds that should limitations be added to clearly convey the above, additional searching would still be needed. The 
examiner cannot comment on the allowability of such hypothetical claims at this time.
